A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 

What  are  scriptors  talking  about  these  days??  A  recent  acquisition  ? 

A  new  find?  Our  next  meeting?  Hardly  !!  Everyone  seems  to  be  wrapped  up  in 
our  new  catalog,  checking  their  collections  against  the  listings.  Unlisted 
pieces  have  been  reported  along  with  pieces  listed  incorrectly.  This  was  to  be 
expected  due  to  the  pressure  of  time  in  meeting  our  publication  deadline.  All 
errors  and  omissions  will  be  corrected.  Readers  are  asked  to  make  a  listing 
and  sent  it  along  to  the  Catalog  Committee. 

The_ catalog  has  been  received  with  enthusiasm.  It. was  long  overdue 
for  the  coal  token  collector  in  particular  and  the  token  collector  in  general. 
Scriptors  no  longer  have  to  "grope  in  the  dark."  Countless  questions,  doubts, 
and  uncertainties  have  been  answered  -  little  things  such  as  town  locations, 
types,  varieties,  and  relative  rarity.  This  was  information  not  readily  avail¬ 
able  in  the  past.

Slightly  more  than  400  copies 
have  been  sold  to  this  date.  With  a  greater  membership  and  promotion  effort 
more  copies  can  and  will  be  sold.

This  would  increase  our 
potential  immensely.  The  book  committee  is  also  considering  a  modest,  selective 
advertising  program.

The  balance  portion  Df  our  obligation  will  be  retired  as  soon  as 
possible  thereafter.  We  do  not  wish  to  deplete  our  bank  balance  to  a  danger 
point  at  this  time.  'Working  capital  is  necessary  in  other  areas  and  for  future 
contingencies.  Just  another  one  hundred  book  sales  and  we  will  be  in  a  comfort¬ 
able  position.  Why  not  consider  giving  a  book  as  a  gift  to  someone  for  the 
holiday  season?  You  will  be  actively  and  personally  contributing  to  the  general 
benefit  of  NSCA.  And,  why  not  consider  an  extra  copy  for  yourself  ??  Especially 
members  who  did  not  order  loose-leaf  copies.  Those  of  us  who  did  can  not 
praise  it  enough.  It  is  so  easy  to  work  wirh.  Pages  lie  flat  or  can  be  re¬ 
moved  for  easy  marking.  Additional  pages  of  your  own  can  be  inserted  for 
unlisted  pieces  or  other  comments.  And  pages  can  be  separated  and  arranged  to 
suit  your  collecting  interests.  Give  it  some  serious  thought  ! !  You  will 
thank  me  for  the  suggestion.
